1.  WATER 


The  District  is  supplied  from  the  Council*  s wells 
situated  near  Roman's  Hollow.  This  supply  is  augmented  by  pur- 
chasing a limited  amount  from  the  Su t to n- in-Ashf ie  Id  Urban 
District  Council.  During  the  year  2475  807,000  gallons  were 
supplied  from  our  own  pumping  station  and  17,833,000  gallons 
were  purchased  from  Sutton- in-Ashf ield  Urban  District  Council. 
Other  sources  of  water  supply  to  houses  in  the  District  are  as 
follows 

1.  The  National  Coal  Board  supply  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Kirkby  Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24  cottages  in 
the  Pinxton  side  of  the  District  and  2 Filling 
Stations  and  1 Light  Engineering  Works. 
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3.  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supply 
42  houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  District. 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the 
District  has  a piped  supply. 


Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  on  the  Councils  water  supply  and  the  results  showed 
that  the  water  was  satisfactory  both  in  its  chemical  and  bacterial 
quality.  A typical  result  is  as  follows:-

REPORT  OP  THE 


SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  tenth  Annual 
Report,  -which  summarises  the  reports  placed  before  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


734  inspections  were  made  of  all  types  of  food  premises. 
55  contraventions  were  observed  and  remedied  by  informal  action. 

HOUSING- 

289  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  68  during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  55  statutory  notices  were  served. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITARY  WORK 

The  Duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary 
supervision  of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints 
relating  to  them  and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old 

drainage.  During  the  year  140  new  drains  were  tested  before 
being  filled  in. 

810  complaints  were  received  relating  to  blocked  drains. 
These  were  dealt  with  immediately  by  a Council  employee  as  part  of 
the  Health  Department  Service. 

46  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  and  8 
Inspection  Chambers  repaired  and  reconstructed  following 
examinations  as  a result  of  complaint  or  for  other  reasons.
